Efforts along the line failed, 
but the officers of the local banks 
did not become alarmed until word 
came that The State Bank of Bar­ 
rington would not open its doors 
Thursday morning. 


WEDNESDAY EDITION 


A conference of the local banks 
was called Wednesday evening, the 
situation appearing so normal that 
the directors of the two banks de­ 
cided that there was no apparent 
immediate danger or need for a 
moratorium. 
However, following 
the closing of the bank at Bar­ 
rington, withdrawals 
in Palatine 
increased and the possibility of an 
organized “run” 
appeared as a 
probability. That “run” did not oc­ 
cur, probably being averted only 
by the moratorium. 
President C. F. Rennack during 
his remarks, announced that his 
bank had plenty of Hinds for nor­ 
mal banking purposes but needed 
the support of depositors to the 
end that there would not be any 
unnecessary withdrawals. 
Over 20 of 
the business men 
present spoke, everyone of whom 
promised his individual support to 
any plan 
of action 
that wTould 
keep the community upon an even 
financial keel. 
The great need of 
a banking institution in the com­ 
munity was stressed by everyone. 
At the suggestion of A. L. Col- 
lignon and Cha?. Dinse, seconded 
by others, a vote of confidence was 
suggested and passed. 
Individual 
signatures were secured and the 
strongest feeling of optimism pre­ 
vailed. 
If this same spirit pre­ 
vails at the mass meeting tonight 
tho job is nearly done and there will 
be no danger of a “bank run” that 
would ultimately 
force 
our last 
bank to close and leave Palatine 
without a banking institution. 


The purpose of a moratorium is 
to give a community time to act 
sanely in such matters and to al­ 
low its people by joint action to 
allay any 
individual 
unrest that 
may be caused by banking condi­ 
tions in this and adjoining com­ 
munities. 


An effort along these lines is now 
being made in Palatine. 
Its suc­ 
cess or failure depends upon the 
action taken at the mass meeting 
tonight. 


CITIZENS RALLY

Mass Meeting Is Well At­ 
tended; Approves Plan 
To Curb Withdrawals 


Crisis Brings Unity 


The business interests of Pala­ 
tine, have responded nobly to the 
‘threatening crisis staring the com­ 
munity in the face. They are show­ 
ing a united front that will 
no 
doubt put an end to any further 
financial uneasiness 
in the com­ 
munity. 


“You can depend upon Palatine,” 
says Mr. Hart, “in such times as 
those.” If the general public shows 
the same spirit at tonight’s mass 
meeting, there is nothing further 
to fear. 


Palatine people are loyal but the 
extent of that loyalty 
was never 
better illustrated than Sunday ev­

On At Gardeners’
